WASHINGTON, March 10.—We are trying just 
now to clear upthe debris of the closing Congress, 
but it comes easy enough. The departing non- 
entities, 145 in number, who have gone out of the 
Forty-seventh to their political bournes, have 
been wiping the departmental mud fromtheir feet ; 
but their places are being filled. For the past 
few days that everlasting stream of Congressional

men, elected to the Forty-eighth, are swarming 
about to find holes for the strikers who helped 
them to their seats. The old story. Persons held

{tis hardto explain just why, but the fact cer- 
tainly is, that the closing short term of a closing 
Gongress manages to signalize itself by wholesale 
dis ays of conviviality. Perhaps among the “left 
at home” there is a feeling of indifference and a 
sort of cussed desire to drink the cup of loved and 
lost Washington to the dregs. They feel, 
ho doubt like the famouse 


sounding rafters while the dreadful plague was 
making havoc in their ranks, and sang that old 
dare-devil song ending with the refrain: 


A health to the dead already 
And here’s to the next that dies, 


A feeling of desperate, almost maniac, resigna- 
tion to fate, resembling also the demoniaeal antics 
of a brotherhood of monks in London during the 
reat plague of De Foe’s time, who faced the grim 
estroyerin a round of Baecchanalian orgies. 
What use to be prayerful and count beaas and 
number Pater Nosters in the presence of such 
fearful odds? On with the dance—the dance of 
death! Well, what matters it? Most of us can 
die but once, and if the specter comes in the re- 
pulsive form of political death, bring out the bot- 
tle and callin the witches to the wake. This 
session has been one continued wake, 
Democrats ping Republicans inthe burial 
of Congressional .hopes and aspirations. The 
Senate (this in a whisper) is really getting beyond 
allcontrol. It was always better supplied with 
facilities for the quiet transaction ot conviviali- 
ties than the House, because the body is much 
smaller and the accommodations far more gener- 
ous, and the aepen du corps more binding. But I 
can line off no less than eight of the Senate com- 
mittee rooms which ought to pay a license. 
Bayard and Edmunds and Don Cameron and 
Johnston all own very attractive establishinents 
some having massive side-boards and all wel 
stocked with invigorators. Half a dozen times 
per diem one Senator will notice that another 
Senator’s tongue is hanging out to. dry, and be 
will pass the word. Everythingis pro bono pub 
lieco, Smith makes ho Seuen about 
‘taking Jones to the room of Brown 
and asking several more to assist in the 
ceremonies. The latch string is always up, 
and the clerk carries the insignia of his office, the 
cork-screw, in his pocket. It is customary for a 
Senator who makes trequent attacks on any one 
of these establishments, to send around an occa- 
siona) gallon, and thus show that he takes an in- 
terest in production as well as consumption. I 
don’t Know whether there is really more drinking 
now in the Senate than in the old days “befoh de 
wah,” when Zach Chandler, arm in arm with Yan- 
cey or Wigfall or Toombs, would make trequent 
Visits to the little pigeon-ho!e way down in the 
basement (long since walled up), and when Silas 
Wright never made a set speech without a quart 
of cledr gin on his desk before him; and when 
Webster made his grandest efforts under the ter- 
rible pressure of the rosy — but I do believe 
the effects are more disastrous. Liquor now is 
not so pure. 

You’ve heard of Don Cameron’s tooth-ache and 
other troubles? Well, Don is really a great suf- 
ferer, and has been most of the time in great pain 
for the past year. Atintervals he seems quiet 
and selt-possessed, but when the pain sets in 
from a dreadful fistula, he seems halt crazed. On- 
ly a few days before the session closed he had 
been suffering intensely, and tried to finda reme- 
dy inchampagne. In two days eight dozen 
quarts of Pommery Sec found their way to the 
committee room, and it was a ase renee for 
all his Senate friends. The venerable legislators 
were about to play against the same game on the 
morning of the third ee when Uncle David Da- 
vis in some way got a whiff of an erring brother’s 
breath, and sent Cameron a polite but peremptory 
note to draw brakes on the champagne. 
This put ae stop. to the public 
revels, and the Senate resumed business. 

HUTCHINS’ HOUSE. 

Stilson has gone and done it, sure, but he sur- 
renders with colors flying.

If 
t wasn’t for the modern structure in the distance 
over from right and left shoulder, you might 
walk for some squares through this park of 
Washington and easily fancy the Queen Anne 
wits in their ruffs and periwigs, and the stately 
dames with powdered headgear and short waists, 
hobnobbing vn the inside of their quaint-looking 
modern homes. The mistress of the new estab- 
lishment, late Miss Sarita Brady, isa lady up in 
the thirties, very quiet and modest in demeanor, 
‘of decided literary tastes. Socially her relations 
have always been of the best. She and Mra, 
Frances Burnett, the novelist, are great friends. 
Every bod knows how refined and deii- 
cate Mr. Hutchins is in all his literary 
and social feelings, and nobody is at all surprised 
because the match was so plainly congenial.

United States out of domestic alcohol and 
which may have been exported without paymeut 
of tax cannot be returned to the United States 
upon payment of duty less than the internal 
revenue which was remitted on the alcohol, The 
officers are instructed to score barrels before ex- 
portation in such a manner that they cau be iden- 
tified upon reimportation.

ures, and has already destroyed a number of clubs 
and besides, when the men are permitted to make 
contracts at any time with any club. they cannot 
be managed. and the plan works te the detriment 
of all parties. Under the five-men reserve 
rule, inanagers often found themselves compelled 
to pay much larger salaries to the men whom they 
had rejected than to the best players whom they 
had reserved, and you know that will never do. 
Che fact is, so far from injuring the players we 
protect them by stipulating under the agreement 
that a saiary must be paid of not less than $1,000, 
and the clubs can pay as much over as they 


please. The rule will bring salaries 
to a _ reasonable basis, will strengthen 
the elubs, benefit the men and _ increase 


public interest by permitting a club to retain the 
same players every year. As tothe objection that 
a club cannot ee under it, that is all moon- 
shine. There will be plenty after the men have 
been reserved to choose from, old and new play- 
ers. The rule is not perfect, but the balance ot 
good is in its favor.”

Handfield Will Sustained--Pottle and Stern- 
berg Divorce Cases Decided. 


Judge Lubke to-day rendered his weekly batch 
of decisions. He wrestled with three cases of 
domestic jinfelicity, as will be seen below. There 
was a verdict in favor of the defendant, sustain- 
ing the will of James W. Handfield. The case 


was called before a jury, but one was taken sick 
and the case was_ tried by she court.

There were two drafts, and the second draft was 
approved by the testator.

One of the _ witnesses steadied 
bis wrist while another held him up 
and e sign his name legibly. 
The will provided that the property should go 
to the defendant Wilson as executor and trustee 
for the benefit of the testator’s wife, ana the 
residue was to be applied toSt. Louis charitable 
institutions. There were no children. and neither 
father, mother, sister nor brother survived. The 
wife since died intestate, and the contestant is her 
son by a former marriage, residing in Utah. 
He claimed the entire estate as his mother’s heir- 
at-law. There was no undue influence over the tes- 
tator and all the witnesses were disinterested 
parties, The will is sustained and the local chari- 
ties will benefit bv it. 
THE POTTLE DIVORCE. 

Judge Lubke to-day decided the Pottie divorce 
case. Emily T. Pottle against Moses 8. Pottle 
granting the decree in favor of Mrs. Pottle an 
awarding her the custody of the minor child 
Eddie. The particulars of this case are 
remembered. The Pottles formerly resided 
here and moved in good circles. They went to 
reside in Chieago.in 1873, and in February, 1878, by 
mutual consent, Mrs. Pottle came back to St.

The legal 
desertion of Mrs. Pottle began four years ago; it 
was Without reasonable cause and by it Mrs. Pot- 
tle legally acquired a legal domicile here, and she 
is entitled to the decree.”’

THE CITY ELECTION, 

The recurrence of a municipal election 
cannot fail to raise anew the old question as 
to which of two classes shall govern the city, 
the disreputable classes or those who have 
the honest welfare of the city at heart. If 
we may judge by current indications the 
coming election, like many of its predeces- 
sors, will be allowed to go by default, and 
the Municipal Assembly will be filled with 
men who go in there, not to guard a public 
trust, but to take care of themselves, 

here is no city in this country which in- 
dulges in more grumbling about its city gov- 
ernment than St. Louis, and no city which 
has better cause for grumbling. Our assess- 
ment for taxes is higher than any large city, 
except, perhaps, New Orleans, and for ail 
that we pay we get nothing. All of our 
money goes—year after year an amount is 
taken out of the pockets of the citizens 
which ought to return us something in the 
shape of values received, but we do not get 
it. Our streetsare a swindle, our water is 
mud, we have not a city building, our parks 
are neglected, our police force is inadequate. 
The only first-class feiture of our city goy- 
ernment is the city pay roll. 

Yet when the time comes to meet the cause 
of these complaints and remove it by placing 
our local legislation in charge of able, devoted 
and ‘publie-spirited men, it is impossible to 
get as much interest taken in the city gov- 
ernment as is taken in an ordinary prize- 
fight. The people who have the deepest in- 
terest in the welfare of St. Louis, the people 
whom one would naturally expect to be 
eager and earnest and hard at work in poli- 
ties, are nowhere to be seen, they have disap- 
peared only to come to the front again when 
the election is over to rail at the bad govern- 
ment they did nothing to prevent. 

We are afraid that this is going to be the 
story of next month’s election. If itis, the 
people of St. Louis will have only them- 
selves to blame for the consequences. ~- 


WATER METERS. 

There are few questions more important 
for the people of St. Louis to consider than 
the supply of water. Ten years ago twelve 
‘million gallons of water were ample for the 
whole city for a day. Now by a vast increase 
of water-takers nearly thirty millions of gal- 
lons are needed daily. What we really need, 
perhaps, is an extension of our pumping fa- 
cilities and a better handling of the pumps 
we have. This meter business is a poor ex- 
pedient. The city grows fast. There are 
29,000 taps now. The demand for use is 
treading hard upon the power of supply. 
The only excuse for a meter system is that it 
will prevent waste. But there is less waste 
and jess water used in St. Louis in propor- 
tion tothe number of inhabitants than in 
most other dirty cities. 

The Water-works moguls ate attempting to 
pass this meter bill on the pretense that the 
people waste fifty per cent of the water 
pumped. It is a false pretense and a foolish 
charge against the fair fame of the people. 
As a pastime we have been reading the 
thrilling reports of the Water Commissioner 
for several years back, and we propose in 
future issues to prove that the statement of 
such enormous waste is a libel on the people. 
We think we can show that there is a 
waste of only some ten per cent in- 
stead of fifty per cent as charged, and 
that the city itself is the most wasteful and 
improyident patron that the Water-works 
have to deal with. 

By the way, who owns the patent meter 
which St. Louis is asked to experiment with 
at a cost of $10,000? It is possible that there 
is a water meter ring looming up on the 
dusty horizon.

In conversation with some raiiroad officials a 
few days ago the question was’propounded: “What 
are the benefits arising out of pooling rates?” 
That the Wabash Roaa, prior to pooling with the 
Missouri Pacific, made a handsome surplus, but 
since the organization of “‘the pool,” something 
had been “lost in the shuffle,” and which was il- 
lustrated by the following example: 

A has 30 eggs; C offers to take them at the rate 
of 2eggs for 5 cents. B has 30 eggs; C offers to 


take them at the rate of 3egg¢s for5cents. Aand 
B, under advice of D, decline C’s offer and agree 
“to pool.” D then makes an offer for the whole 
lot of 60 eggs at the rate of 5eggs for 10 cents, 
which, he contends, is equal to the offer of C, and 
such appears to be the case. But when the two 
yropositions are figured out, C’s offer is found to 
be the best. 


C’s offer :— 
A’s 30 eggs at 2 for 5 cents..... evescossessee & 
B’s 30 eggs at 3 for 5 cents...... isccccceces. 
Total e*eeneeee eeeeoepeeeeeeeveeeee ear ee eeeeeae $1 25 
D’s offer :-— 


A and B pooled 60 eggs at 5 for 10 cents=$1 20, 
Showing C.’s offer to be the best by 5 cents, or 
4 4-24 per cent. 

Now, if A and B had only two and three eggs re- 
spectively, the offers of Cand D would be equal; 
but, as the number of eggs increases, the loss by 
the acceptance of D’s offer becomes apparent.

THE KNAPPS. 


Some of the Tribulations Entailed on Them 
by a Bad Counselor. 


Itseems thatthe Knapps are as unlucky in 
managing a lawsuit as they have been in con- 
ducting a newspaper. Two of the recent attempts 
of Col. George at litigation with Bowman as his 
attorney have resulted in a way not at all tothe 
liking of either the attorney or the client. As the 
facts have not been fairly stated in the Knapp 
organ it is due to the parties that the true state of 
the case be given to the public. 

The first case in which bad luck overtook Knapp 
and Bowman was an action of unlawful de- 
tainer styled George Knapp vs. John D. Pope. 
This suit grew out of a notice to vacate 
two rooms at Third and Chestnut streets, 


given by Knapp to Pope. The notice requirea 
rope to move out on tlhe first instead of the last 
day of the month, and on that account Judge 
te thought it was probably not legal notice. 
Still, he would have moved out if he had been 
decently treated by Knapp. But he says he had 
been occupying the two rooms for over two years, 
at a rental of $36 66 per month, Col,George, havin 
received an offer of $50 per month from Everett & 
Post, immediately agreed to accept it, without 
giving Judge Pope the option to keep the rooms 
at the raised rent. Judge Pope complained 
to Knapp that this was not proper treatment, 
but was informed by Knapp that he supposed he 
would not want to pay $59 a month. Knapp then 
offered to rent Mekeighan & Jones’ offices to 
Judge Pope provided he would offer him more 
than they were paying. Judge Pope replied 
that he would not be a party to 
any such transaction; that he was then complajn- 
ing of just such treatment as Knapp proposed 
toward McKeighan & Jones. Knapp then gave 
Pope notice to vacate rooms 7 and 8 as before 
stat d. Pope did not move ,and Knapp, with 
Bowman as his attorney, sued as for an unlawful 
detainer. Pope defended the suit by Chas. F. Joy. his 
attorney. At the trial Judge Barclay had doubt 
whether the notice was good, but finally held it 
was good, and Bowman had judgment for Knapp 
in the sum of $280 and monthly rents at the rate 
of $100, or double the rental value, as provided by 
law when a tenant refuses to move, after proper 
notice. But now trouble began for both Kuapp 
and Bowman. The papers were wrong; oniy $100 
had been claimed in the cemplaint and Bowman 
had to knock off $800n thataccount. Still he was 
not out of the woods. His proceedings were wrong 
in another respect. He had sued the wrong 
man for room 7. Joy and not Pope was 
occupying that room. So Judge Barclay compelled 
Bowman to strike room 7 out of his judgment; 
also his rent and double rent for thatroom, and 
to reduce his rent on room to $18 33§per month. 
This, being doubled under the statute, amounte ( 
to $36 66 rent per month, which was precisely 
what he had been paying before Knapp tried to 
raise the rent. The result was that on February 
24th, when John Pope moved out. Kna re- 
ceived $135 only from Judge Pope, when, if Bow. 
man had got his papers right, he would 
have received $380 unless Pope had appealed—a 
clear loss of $245 on his lawyer. Bowinan then 
tried to retrieve bis fortunes by suing Mr. Joy in 
unlawful detaiver for room 7, but he was too late: 
Joy had moved out February 23d, and had left no- 
tice at the Republican office on that day to that 
effect. Notwithstanding this, Bowman had young 
George Knapp to swear at 2 o’clock onthe 24th, 
that Joy was there “uniawful and _ with 
force”’ detaining room 7. The trial 
was before Judge LubkKe, on last Saturday. 
Judge Pope defended Mr. Joy. Of course Knapp 
and Bowman were defeated again. Judge Lubke 
nonsuited Knapp, and he was muleted in the costs 
to the tune of $50 more, making a clear Joss on 
Bowman so far of about $300. 

Bowtian, being more badly demoratized than 
ever, at once sued Joy for ren; of reom 7. 
When he loses this last case, as he no doubt will, 
he will haye still another bill of costs to pay, and 
he will be some $350 poorer if not wiser than 
be was before. Besides that, his rooms are va- 
cant, because Everett & Post could not wait and 
moved to another place. Judge Pope said he 
could have easily Kept Knapp out of the rooms a 
year longer by taking an appeal, but he had beat 

Cnapp down $13 33 per month below what he had 
offered him, and by beating him in the Court ol 
Apeals no greater adyantage could have been 
gained. Hence it was useless to appeal. 
Sunday’s Republican says: “On the trial yvester- 
day itappeared that, unknown to plaintiff, at 
about the time the suit was filed against him he 
(Joy) had quietly moved out.” Thisis not true. 
Col. John Knapp himself testified on the trial that 
Mr. Joy had previously told him he was going to 
move out, and the truthis hehad done so, had 
left notice at the Republican office that he had 
moved out, and this was done the day before’ Bow- 
man had young George Knapp—poor fellow—to 
swear that Joy retained the room “unlawfully and 
with force.” if the Knapps have any friends ieft 
itistimefor them to come torward and take 
charge of them. 


Salvini as King Lear. 
Salvini’s second engagement at Pope’s Theater, 
this season, began last night, when a fair audi- 
ence gathered to welcome the tragedian back to 
the city. He appeared in ‘King Lear” with Lewis 
Morrison as Edgar, Marie Prescott as Goneril. 
Virginia Buchanan as Regan. Miss Adele Bel- 
garde as Cordelia, and the remainder of the com- 
pany strongly cast in the play. The perfcrmance 
was eminently satisfactory, although 
slightiy disappointing owing to the 
severe toning given to the scenes wherein 


violent displays of passion and turbulent evidences 
of the storm raging in the heart and mind of 
the poor old monarch have been heretofore pre- 
sented. Salvini has given five years’ study to this 
grand creation vf the master dramatist. He has 
added nothing new to the scholarly conceptions of 
the character as they have existed from the time 
of the earliest attempts to interpret Shakspeare. 
But, as in ali his otber stage wofk he reveals the 
full strength of the human pature in which 


these plays abound, so, _ in . € 
clothes the dramatist’s words with 
fiesh and blood, and, without reaching after 


remote or soulful results, admirably succeeds in 
doing what he aims at—the realistic portrayal of 
an iil-treated, heart-broken and finally dementea 
old man, whose crown has come to be a mockery 
and whose misery is laughed at and mercilessly 
scoffed even by the elements. The new Lear aves 
not promise to displace the grand ideal standard 
fixed for this creation by Forrest. In its merely 
physical attributes it sur s in its entirety 
any Lear at present on the s . John 
McCullough has given greater force meaning 
to the curse scene and Booth has dealt for 
more severity with the tender towards 
the close of the play, while it is said the German

Not that anything was said or done.in 
the language of the show bill, to offend the most 
{astidious, or call the blush of shame to the cheek 
of innocence, but there was a fiberal indulgence 
in those performance whieh tradition has made 
“funny” in connection with legislative gather- 
ings. When Moran, of Buchanan, was makin 
echoes re-echo again in his defense of the Norma 
School appropriations,’ a score of voices 

ersisted in crying out “louder.”” When Gunn, of 
Pike was firing offga broadside of eloquence in the 
same bebalf, he was greeted with an impertinent 
small fire of rattling spittoons. He paused in the 
midst of the tumult to say, “This is 4 fine way to 
treat 2 member who is speaking for the first time 
on this question,” and then, shaking the warnin 
finger arourri in a general way, he continued, 
“and Isay that no gentleman would engage in 
any such conduct.”
